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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Pocket Assembly Forming Different Size Assemblages. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hatt (US 
5,065,094). Hatt discloses an apparatus for use in forming sheet material assemblages that 
includes a pocket assembly moveable past feeders (see US 4,723,770 incorporated by reference) 
with forward (2) and rear walls (3); a mechanism for opening folded cover sections of different 
sizes that includes a first gripper (24) and a second gripper (35) for gripping one side of a folded 
cover section of a different size; and a presser (5). The examiner notes that the grippers (24 and 
25) are each capable of gripping sheets of a range of sizes (8 Vi x 1 1, 8 Vz x 10 15/16, 8 1/2x11 
1/16, etc.). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Linder et al. 
(US 6,31 1,968) in view of Hatt (US 5,065,994). Linder discloses an apparatus for use in forming 
sheet material assemblages that includes a pocket assembly moveable past feeders with forward 
and rear walls (see col. 3, lines 29-30); a gripper (17); an operator assembly connected to the 
gripper (see col. 3, line 53, "control slide"); a presser (20); an operator assembly (22); and an 
actuator (see col. 4, line 2, "cam track") operable between an active position (when it cams the 
operator assembly) and an in active position (when it does not cam the operator assembly). 
Linder discloses all the limitations of the claims, but it does not disclose a first gripper and a 
second gripper. Rather, Linder discloses only one gripper. However, Hatt discloses a first 
gripper (24) and a second gripper (25) for the purpose of securing both edges of a cover. It 
would have been obvious for a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the applicant's 
invention to modify Linder by utilizing a first gripper and a second gripper, as disclosed by Hatt, 
for the purpose of securing both edges of a cover. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 6-15 are allowed.
